THE ART GALLERY. 
The art gallery at the Pavilion has, all tiiis 
week, been thronged by spectators. Aud it is 
but justice to record th at the great mass of 
•;.e people have manifested by their free crit­ 
icism and pronounced judgments an artistic 
sense and a taste which speaks volumes fur 
populai a rt culture, aud the progress which 
is '¡eicg made by true a rt among ti.e people. 
I t is plainly evident th at the artists of this State 
and the art collection institutes have entered 
upon the right path ia this m atter of more 
frequent and free public exhibits of art works. 
The result ha» beeu an elevation of the public 
taste, cultivation of the natural love for the 
beautiful, and an inquiry into the realm of 
art by thousands who, but for the awakening 
induced 
by 
such 
exhibitions 
a» 
th at 
now 
in the 
art 
galleiy, would 
never 
have 
risen 
to 
a 
consideration 
of 
art 
m atters at all. 
In 1879 the first 
real art exhibition under the direction of ex­ 
perienced art directors took place iu connec­ 
tion with the annual expositions of the State 
Agricultural Society. 
The success of that 
exhibition, the popular appreciation with 
which it met, induced its repetition this year. 
The gallery is tem porary, and includes the 
west balcuuy of the Pavilion, which iscovered 
in and admirably arranged for the purposes 
intended. 
The exhibition is under the di­ 
rection of .7. It M artin, A ssi-tant Secretary 
of San Francisco A rt Association and School 
of Design. The pictures were nearly all hung 
under his direction, and he has, by authority 
of the State Hoard of Agriculture, general 
charge of the exhibition. 
The exhibits were 
secured by the society appropriating the sum 
of §000 to be distributed among the ex­ 
hibitors 
according 
to 
a 
plan 
which 
ab'dishes the “ first and second prem ium ” 
idea, which, when a p p 'i’d to art work is 
simply farcial in a State Fair, and instead of 
th at plan provides for such an equitable dis­ 
tribution of the money, according to m erit of 
exhibit, as shall compensate the artists, at 
¡east in part, for making the exhibits, and 
thus eliminates the objectionable feature that 
heretofore was prominent, to wit, that one 
artist was su;ierior to another, or his work 
better or worse than another, because of the 
amount of money awarded as a " premium,” 
according to the judgment of any committee 
that a directory might hastily pick up. Most 
of the pictures were solicited from artists or 
owners by Mr. M artin, and are from private 
studios and the A rt Association rooms at gian 
F rancieco.

10 A. M. the ladies to compete were called to 
the track and introduced to the judges.

SITUATION 
OF 
JOURNALISM IN 
FRANCE. 


in Analysis of the Papers of Paris Their 
Inferiority as Compared with 
American Journals. 


P a r is , A ugust 30, 1880. 


A young lady form erly of California, now 
attached to th e C incinnati Commercial, 
represented th a t journal a t th e banquet 
g iren th e 14th of Ju ly by th e French col­ 
ony of C incinnati. 
She was called upon to 
respond to th e toast, “ The P ress,” and in 
th e Freneh language and in an im prom ptu 
speech pointed to the fact th a t a free press 
alw ays created a free-loving people, and 
th a t journalists were n aturally lovers of 
liberty. 
She w ent on to say th a t the great 
m en of France, in both th e Cham bers and 
S e n a te — Emile de G irardin, G am betta, 
Louis Blanc and V ictor H ugo—were jo u r­ 
nalists, and she ended her speech by re­ 
m arking th a t Am erica had a great deal to 
thank France for, bu t hoped the tim e would 
soon come when this last would have some­ 
th in g to thank A m erica for ; th a t is, when 
th ey will have adopted the Am erican sys­ 
tem of journalism . 
The statem ent was 


PERFECTLY CORRECT, 
For French journalism will have to m ake 
considerable progress before attaining the 
perfection and im portance of th e journals 
of Am erica. 
T heir inferiority is th e more 
rem arkable inasm uch as th e num ber of 
journals daily increase, and th e French 
them selves do not w eary in adm iring and 
citin g the English and Am erican news­ 
papers. 
L iberty of th e press is a reform 
long called for throughout France by the 
Liberal party, but th e conservative nature 
of the French people, through habit, ren­ 
der them tim id in th eir advancem ent, so 
great are their fears of rushing upon a 
precipice, and th e question, although agi­ 
tated, rem ains to be settled. 
A journal 
cannot be established in France w ithout 
first furnishing a cautionnement— a sum de­ 
posited as security—and w hich is em ploye! 
in paym ent of condem nation w hen cited 
for too severe criticism of G overnm entacts 
o r those of individuals. 
Through a spirit 
of contradiction, th e French journals take 
apparent delight at p u ttin g th e law a t de­ 
fiance, and constantly are the editors of 
journals, one after another, sum m oned be­ 
fore the tribunal and fined for the infrac­ 
tion of this law. 
The French people are 
not, properly speaking, a 


NEWSPAPER READING 
People, owing to peculiar circum stances, 
and th a t is one reason th eir attention has 
been more absorbed by literatu re pure. 
T here are a great num ber of families in 
both the provinces and P aris who never 
look a t a newspaper, and whose existence 
rem ains untouched by the im portant ques­ 
tions of the day. 
A ll life and action 
em anate from Paris, th a t there is nothing 
so dead, so lifeless, as a tow n of th e prov­ 
inces ; th e city m ust be of considerable 
size before the sm allest newspaper there 
printed can be found ; y e t all th e newspa­ 
pers of Paris arc to be had, and it some­ 
tim es happens in sm all tow ns th a t each in­ 
h abitant receives a different journal. 
In 
fact, a num ber of journals depend alm ost 
entirely ou th eir contributors of the prov­ 
inces. 
D uring the Em pire there was so 
little libe t> of opinion ¡e m itted th a t few 
men of talent adopted journalism as a pro­ 
fession ; b ut sim e the w ar their num ber 
has w onderfully increased, and m any a 
brilliant w riter and novelist have since 
th en founded a flourishing paper. 
The re­ 
action has been very great, and m any even 
now begin to complain of the present 


RARITY OF LITERARY MEN 
Unoccupied w ith polities. 
The 
French 
w ritere have throw n them selves into, poli­ 
tic s w ith an ardor which only a long pro­ 
hibition can account for, b ut they allow 
the subject to absorb tlu m too entirely, 
and unless particularly interested in politics 
one m ust have recourse to foreign papers 
in order to obtain any other information. 
T hey seem to consider th at a new spaper is 
th e expression of a political opinion of an 
individual who may 
he considered th e 
leader of a party, an.l have not reached tl.e 
idea of a new.-pa. cr as an educator and in­ 
stru cto r of th - people. 
Ouly at present is 
a slight modification perceptible, and only 
now do the French journals begin to oc­ 
cupy them selves w ith foreign politics or 
w ith the progress and m ovem ent of their 
neighbors. 
T heir ignorance on this last 
subject is m ost lam entable aud m ust n>ces- 
sa n ly prove a hindrance in th e progress < f 
th e nation. They have also recently a .ilik­ 
ened to the fact th a t all French pels ms, 
aside from th eir few taranta, are sham e­ 
fully ignorant of the common laws of 
science, so th a t they now employ scientific 
m t n to treat of some subject in tlieir daily 
colum us, b nt th eir inexperience in ta king 
So other than scientific men render them 
understood by scientific men only, and 
th eir efforts prove unfruitful. 
I hardly 
th in k the Freueh will ever succe d in ren­ 
d erin g science a3 popular as it is iu the 
U nited States, for toe reason th a t the peo­ 
ple receive no scientific education w hat­ 
ever, and have therefore no foundation to 
build on nor taste cultivated for i t ; be­ 
sides, tho French - re* ints have n it th e ta l­ 
en t of sim plifying their instructions. 
French journals are far more inferior to 
Amerioau and E .glish new spapers than it 
is generally suppo-cd. 
Mr. Emile de G irar- 
din, undoubtedly the m ost em inent jour- | 
nalist of K jrope, was asked w hy he did 
no t establish a paper on the Am erican and 
English system . 
He answ ered th a t had 
there bem a dem and for such a paper in 
France he woul i have established onem auy 
years ag->, b u t th a t the Fieuch people who 
read uewspajie.ra deni mi.led only p.ditics 
and a great u ai of fa il* dlwr*. 
Iu f .cc, 
about a year and a half aco a paper coiled 


“ t h e g l o b e ” 
W as started by an association of very rich 
n u n . 
The paj ,r wa-* formed entirely alier 
th e English j eirnals ; there w- re corre­ 
spondents iu every p art of the globe, aud 
everything of miy imp irtauce w hatever 
w hich occurred abroad was chronicled; 
th e printing typo was sm all in im itation of 
the Am erican i apera, bn t th e French peo­ 
ple said they did not intend to ruin their 
eyesight (in which they were right), and, 
in spits of num erous efforts, and after the 
expenditure of enormous gums, the Glob" 
disap peared from the horizon. 
Emile de 
G irardin, whose paper is L a France, is the 
only journa.ist of France possessed of an 
Am ericau spirit. 
Ho has e v -r been an 
earnest proclaim er of liberty ; th e form is 
of little con sequence to him an 1 v < prin­ 
ciple everything. 
H ad Napoleon III. been 
a ju st ruler and accorded to the people 
those liberties they are entitled to, Mr. dc 
G irardin would have be n one of his most 
earnest supporters w ithout considering him- 
se lfiu the least iuconsistent. 
In fact, per­ 
haps no w riter or proclaim er of political 
faith has acted w ith in ,re consistency, and 
he has be n known to reproduce in his 
journal at the present day articles he hail 
w ritten tw en y years ago. 
Ho has alw ays 
dem anded the cstahli-hm ent of the most 
libera': laws on record, ami th a t w ith an 
earne trices and logic which has never 
saused him to be classed among tbe radi­ 
cal reform ers of tne day. 
He was the first 
to Oppose the A rticle 7, a law voted by the 
Cham bers ami directed against the Jesuits, 
and he very oft«n cited America as a coun­ 
try of tolerance and true liberty. 
A t th at 
tim e his paper was read by the Jesu its and 
priests, who stated th a t the paper had re­ 
deem ed itself of m any past follies, b u t the 
liberal tenor of its columns caused them 
to abandon it lor journals more conserva­ 
tiv e in tone. 
“ thr fr a n c s” 
D raw s a t present 40,000 copies, b n t d u r­ 
ing the political struggle of the Seies M ai, 


when M r. de G irardin distinguished him ­ 
self in a m anner rem arkable in history, the 
paper reached 100,000 copies a day. 
He 
a t th a t tim e w rote an article each day, and 
his earnestness and superior eloquence cer­ 
tainly decided th e victory. 
The journal, 
aside from M r. 
de G irardin’s articles, 
is 
ra th er 
in ferio r; 
there 
is 
a great 
deal of politics 
by indifferent w riters, 
and a great deal of ja il* dicers, which are 
w ritten and prepared 
by 
specialists— 
a 
circum stance 
which 
occurs 
in 
no 
other journal. 
T here are in all the papers 
th e same history of a man stabbing another 
in a driuking-8aloon, and of a woman who 
threw- herself in th e Seine, except th a t in 
the France they are told at more length. 
Mr. de G irardin seldem w rites a t present, 
a t least less frequently, y e t w hen it is 
stated th a t his seventy odd years weigh 
upon his hand, he suddenly appears before 
th e public w ith a brilliant article which 
savors of th e ardor of his youthtul days. 


“ THE KErUBI.IQÜK FRANCAI3E ” 
Is G am betta’s paper and draw s 
10,000 
copies. 
I t is carefully read as th e organ of 
a man in whose hands rests th e destiny of 
the nation. 
F or a long tim e G am betta has 
ceased to w rite or take an active part in 
the publishing of the journal, yet it con­ 
tinues to echo his opinions and views. 
In 
fact, they say' th a t G am betta lias none of 
the taleu ts of a journalist, as he has never 
been know n to pen an article, b u t ha3 been 
obliged to d ictate to another w hat he bad 
to say. 
H e employ s excellent editors, who 
have m uch talent, b u t tb e style is heavy 
and som ew hat obscure, more resem bling 
the G erm an style than th a t of the clear 
aud graceful French. 
T he P elite Itepufi­ 
tly ue Frnncaise is a sm all edition oi the 
large journal L a Repvblique Francaise, and 
costs but one sou, w hereas the la tte r costs 
three. 
I t draw s 190,000 copies per day. 
T he Debate is an old-established journal 
whose tiraje is only (i.000. 
I t is the paper 
of Leon Say, the President of th e Senate 
and a grandson of the fatuous economist of 
th e same name. 
Tiiis journal is not w hat 
may be called a popular one, but it repre­ 
sents the opinions of some of the m ost dis­ 
tinguished men of France, and from th a t 
journal has been chosen m ost all the di- 
plom ates of the present year—as H ad d in g ­ 
ton and others. 


“ THE TEM PS” 
Is the journal of Mr. H ebrard, Senator, 
and is strictly a P ro testan t paper, read by 
the IIagonot8 of France. 
I t is som ewhat 
conservative in tone, b u t it opposed the 
acts of the G overnm ent directed against 
the Jesu its ou liberal principles. 
I t is one 
of the moat solid papers in existence and 
reliable in its inform ation. 
Tiie tirage is 
but 6,000. 
The Telegraph is not the journal of one 
individual, as is the case w ith the others, 
but of the entire group of D eputies repre­ 
senting the gauche—very m oderate and 
very conservative. 
They are opposed to 
every reform suggested and cannot Le dis­ 
tinguished from royalists except in their 
anim osity to th e person of a kiDg. 
Its 
tirage is 8,000, and it is principally read 
by G overnm ent officials. 
Tne iiappel is V ictor Hugo’s paper, and 
represents the liberal but m oderate party 
of France. 
I t draw s 35,000 copies, but 
live years ago its tirage was double th a t 
num ber. 
I t was then alm ost the ODly 
paper of th a t shade of Republicanism , but 
since then there have sprung up such a 
vast num ber of R epublican journals th at 
it lias been the loser by the circum stance. 
It constantly urges all reform s consistent 
with a republican and liberal governm ent, 
but alw ays iu a respectful, dignified and 
m oderate m anner. 
I t is considered one of 
the best, if not the very best, formed 
paper of th e country ; it occupies itself 
more extensively w ith foreign news, w ith 
all progress and inventions throughout the 
world, and hastily gathers all incidents 
connected w ith America. 
Its redaeleur en 
chef is A uguste Vacquerie, th e son-in-law 
ot V ictor Hugo, and who is well known in 
th e w urld of Ittle rs. 
The language is ex ­ 
quisitely French, in th a t it 13 clear and 
brilliant, and th e only objection to the 
journal is th e constant w ar th ey wage 
against th e priests, and it may' be said 
against religion. 
The X lX rn e Siecle is 


EDMOND A r o u t’s PAI'F.It, 
The sym pathetic and distinguished nov­ 
elist. 
Mr. Fr3ncisque L arrey, the first 
dram atic critic of Prance, is attached to 
this journal. 
I t is noted for its anim osity 
to priests, and seems to rath er cater to the 
tastes of a certain population in th a t re­ 
spect than to act from conviction. 
The Figaro draw s 100,600 copies, and is 
w hat may be called a society paper. I t has 
i o existence politically, and is chiefly read 
by w> men w ho pride them selves on their 
ignorance of political affairs, and who ask 
only to be amused. 
All the w riters a t­ 
tached to it, w ith hardly au exception, are 
foregners. 
M r. Francis M agnard, who is 
a ' the head of the political departm ent, is 
a B dgian, and is famous for having throw n 
his wife out of th e window. 
M r. W olf, a 
G erm an, is undoubtedly th e w riter pos­ 
sessed of the m ost taieut, and his articles 
arc alw ays extrem ely interesting. 
N ot 
only are the European countries represent­ 
ed, b it an Am rican a» well is attached to 
this j-utrnal 
The articles are never deep 
or solid, bu t are w ritten in a sentim ental 
m anuer, and are seldom addressed to the 
r.a s ning powers of their readers. 
There 
often app- ar articles which excite tears of 
compassion in treating of poor little chil­ 
dren abandoned by their m others, who are 
the victim s of ¡ overly or vie*, but n ot a 
word about the am elioration of th e condi­ 
tion of woman, or of the means of render­ 
ing her virtuous and ho rest. 
The Figaro 
is generally read by persons who do not 
care to th in k , and, unfor unately, there 
are many such throughout France, partiou 
larly th e women. 
I t has a deep hatred 
of

republican, 
liberal 
or 
progressive, 
and 
tills 
its 
pages 
w ith 
th e 
m ovem ents 
of 
titled 
in lividu ils, whose 
coining 
and 
going 
can be interestingoidy to them selves. 
Uu- 
iortunately th e Figaro owes its popularity 
to its im m oral tendencies and imm odest 
iaucuage. 
Its French is far from acade­ 
mic, and those persons w ho spend their 
tim e a t caf s on th e boulevards m ore readily 
com prehend it. 
I t has little regard for the 
tru n and its inform ation is scarcely ever 
reiuble. 
Ti o person who established tbe Figaro 
w itnessing its success, and noting th e key 
of its success, has recently established au- 
otticr paper called 


“ T1IR GIL BLAS,” 
W hich is a journal of th e m ost immoral 
character, calculated to make auy person 
blush, possessing the slightest respect for 
himself. 
A lady can scarcely appear in 
public w ith this paper in her hand w ithout 
a geutlem an feeling privileged to insult 
her. 
Its tiraje is 32,000. 
Le Ve il Journal is a little paper of one 
sou w nose tirage is 450,000, having the 
greate-t circulation of all other j mruals. 
It pn-se8se9 no political creed aud is under 
the supervision of Krnilc dc G irardin. 
I t 
is principally read by the w orking classes. 
The Oaulni* is a Bonupartist paper, and 
draws 14.000 copies. 
I t has been tiie or­ 
gan of Jerom e B.w aparto siuce he has be­ 
come a pretender to the throne of France, 
T ’ s constantly quarreling w ith the Pay*, 
toe journal of Paul de Cassagnac. 
This 
last paper is read principally by form er 
employers of th e G overnm ent during the 
Em pire, revoked preftts anet sous jncfrts, 
lackeys in 
B onapartist families, 
form er 
gen* d'arme*. and a few curious persons 
having no political opinions. 
As may he 
supposed its columns are filled w ith insults 
against the republican governm ent, and its 
language is anything hut dignified; in 
fact it is so abusive th a t Mr. Emile de 
G irardin happily said th a t Mr. Paul de 
Ca-sagDao was {Kisstsscd of ti, rognerie de 
Cinjure—th e drunkenness of abuse. 
Tne 
tirage of th e Pay* is from 4,000 to 5,000. 
A paper called 


“ t h e j o s t i c b ” 
W as recently established by Mr. Clemcn- 
ceau, tho rival aud Would-be supplautcr of 


G am betta. 
T his journal had considerable 
success a t first, b a t th e paper of .Rochefort 
has dim inished its num ber 8,000, and in 
all probability will kill it entirely. 
The L antem e has a tirage of 150,000, 
and is a paper devoted to tbe reform of 
adm inistrative abases. 
The Franeai* is a reactionary journal of 
4,000 copies, and is opposed to everything 
existing, w ithout having auy distinct po­ 
litical creed. 
There is th e Marseillaise, whose tirage 
is 20,000, and which is a very radical 
paper, conducted by P yat, a well known 
and old revolutionist of France. 
Tbe 
Mot d'O rdre is a !so a radical paper, edited 
by Com munists. 
To judge irom the jour­ 
nals, there are 100,000 radicals throughout 
France. 
There are th e Qazettc de France and the 
Union, both R oyalist journals, and each 
drawring 4,000 copies. 
T here are lour u ltra 


CLERICAL PAPERS, 
W hose tirage is from one to ten thousand. 
These journals would probably not exist 
were th e priests not compelled by order of 
th eir bishops to buy them . 
The favorite 
paper a t present among the u ltra Catholics 
is the Figaro, which has taken up th e b at­ 
tle of th e Jesu its w ith great ardor and 
ferocity, wherein, however, religious fer­ 
vor has b u t a slight share. 
T his 
paper 
in consequence, iu spite of its im m orality, 
has founu its w ay into both convent and 
m onastery, aud w ill eventually' succeed, 
unfortunately, in robbing the inhabitants 
of th a t prestige which has ever been their 
greatest force. 
L 'In tra n sig e n t 
is R ochefort’s papier, 
lately , established since his return from 
exile. 
The money was furnished him by a 
unrulier of speculators, who counted on the 
celebrated pam phleteer’s name to bring 
them in a good fat interest 
T he journal 
had rem arkable success a t the bcginnim.', 
b u t has now fallen to a tirage ot 70,000, 
which it is very likely to m aintain iu the 
future. 
Rochefort, as was expected, con­ 
stantly vents bis sarcasm on th e G overn­ 
m ent, and esp cially criticises the actions 
of G am betta, th a t he is read by all persons 
discontented w ith the present state of 
affairs, B onapartists, R oyalists and R adi­ 
cals. 
A t the mass said for the repose of 
N apoleon’s soul, a t N otre Daine the 15th 
of A ugust, on issuing from the church, the 
B onapartists began 
reading the Pays, 
while a greater num ber drew from their 
pockets the fntransigeant. 
T here íb th e Evenement, besides a few 
sm aller papi rs of which I do not speak, 
th a t it may be seen the Republicans have 
divided their forces, while the Royalists 
and B onapartists have concentrated in a 
few journals w hat little th ey now possess.

HOW THE GREENBACK IS HADE. 


“ All paper m oney,” said a T reasury 
officer in conversation w ith a Chronicle re- 
jiorter a few days ago, “ both legal tenders 
aud national securities, is now engraved, 
printed and finished iu th e Bureau of E n ­ 
graving and 
P rin tin g 
a t 
W ashington, 
¡jome years ago one-half the note was fin­ 
ished iu New Y ork by the Columbia Bank 
N ote Com' auy, b u t th a t has been done 
aw ay w ith fur some time. 
U nder an A ct 
of Congress a building has ju st been com­ 
pleted for the sole use of the Bureau. 
Be­ 
fore moving into this they occupied a part 
of th e T reasury D epartm ent.” 
“ W hat about th e process of m aking a 
greenback ? ” 
“ The process of. m aking the greenback 
and other G overnm ent securities is this : 
Tbe paper is first taken to th e w etting d i­ 
vision. 
There it is counted and dampened. 
I t is then delivered to th e plate printers, 
each sheet being charged to them . 
They 
again count it in th e presence of their as­ 
sistant, who is a lady, and give a receipt 
therefor, tho assistant terrifying th at she 
witnessed th e count. 
The receipts are 
taken to th e w etting division, w here they 
are compared w ith the books before work 
is begun, and m ust agrte. 
The paper is 
thou given the first impression, which is on 
the back. 
T his is iIolc w ith a hand press. 
A ttached to all of these presses are regis­ 
ters, which keep count of each sheet of pa­ 
per as it passes through, so it is impossible 
tor the p rin ter to secrete any w ithout be­ 
ing detected. 
Trie c o if then passes into 
th e exam ining division, w here it is counted 
while w et anti then p.aced in a dry liig-box. 
W hen perfectly dry it is taken out and 
again counted, aud the work exam ined by 
ex¡ erts, all of whom are ladies. The sheets 
found defective in any w ay are canceled, 
and the perfect ones placed in a hydraulic 
press, w here an imm ense pressure is given 
them . 
W hen taken out they are perfectly 
sm ooth. 
They are then te n t back to the 
w etting division, w here they are again 
dam pened.” 
‘ W hat is the next step in th eir m anu­ 
facture 7” 
“ W ell, th ey are taken to tho printing 
division, where they receive the second im 
pression, w hich is the black part of the 
lace, after which they are taken to the ex­ 
am ining divi-ion, tb e d ry box, th e hydraul­ 
ic pírese, and back again to the w ettin g d i­ 
vision, the sam e as a t first. 
They are 
taken from here the th ird tim e to the plate 
printing division, w here the th ird im pres­ 
sion is received, w hich is the large red seal 
on the face. 
A fter th is they are taken to 
the exam ining room, dried, pressed, count­ 
ed and exa .in' d, the sam e as on both pre­ 
vious occasions. 
From here they are sent 
to the num bering division, where they re­ 
ceive th e num bers th at are seen on the u p ­ 
per right coruer aud left center. 
Both 
legal tender 
and national 
bank 
notes 
are 
pirinted 
on 
sheets, 
and 
there 
are alw ays four notes ou each. 
A fter 
hi ing num bered the legal tender cotes 
are taken to another room, w here th e m ar­ 
gin is trim m ed from the piaperand th e notes 
separated. 
T ins is ail done by m achinery. 
A lter being separated 
they 
are again 
co u u tx l and placed in 
packages of one 
thousand notes each. 
T his is also done by 
ladies, who are experts. 
One lady, a Mrs. 
Silver, will count one th -usand notes iu 
five m inutes. 
T his is th e final count. 
The; are then r ady for delivery to the 
parties authorized to receive them . 
’1 he 
national bank notes are not separated, but 
are sent to the banka th a t issued them in 
sheets of four each, so th a t they may be 
the m ore readily signed. The rules govern­ 
ing the Bureau of Engraving and P rinting 
are very strict. 
In fact, during working 
hours the employes arc treated more like 
prisoners than they are like ladies or gen­ 
tlem en. 
From one thousand to fifteen 
hundred persons are employed there, the 
ladies outnum bering th e gentlem en con­ 
siderably.”—[St. Louis Chronicle.

General Notes. 
S il k . —T he W om an’s Silk C ulture Asso­ 
ciation, w hich was established last w inter 
in Philadelphia, has made much progress 
in its work. 
Its object is to spread the 
knowledge of rearing cocoons and red in g 
silk as an occupation for women iu the 
country who have difficulty in getting 
w ork, and those who are not occupied 
wholly w ith household cares. 
A school 
has been opened, w ith a com petent teacher, 
which is supplied daily w ith fresh m ul­ 
berry leaves grown in its vicinity. 
I t is 
said th a t the m ulberry tree will grow 
w herever the apple does. 
I t has been as 
certained from correspondence th a t a large 
num ber of women, both in the N orth and 
iu tb e South, are ready to take up such an 
occupation. 
W o rsh ip of F alse B eauty.— H ouses 
are know n to me in w hich a laugh seems 
alm ost as m isplaced as in church, and is 
even subject to the same u nuttered rebuke. 
Houses there are now by the hundred where 
the thickly-shaded light, as it breaks w ith 
difficulty through the faded curtaius, falls 
not alone upon ' flatted,” dusky paint, blue 
china and black-and-gold w ickerw ork, but 
illum ines faintly the pale faces of weary 
women, self im m olated upon the altar of 
th eir own hearths. 
The worship of beauty 
—false beauty, as I hold it to be—has its 
victim s now by the hundred, aud m uch of 
th e effeteness of cur artists and the hys­ 
teria of onr women may be traced back un­ 
til we find its seemingly innocuous source in 
art, furniture and decorative bangings. 
The other night, a ta n “ at hom e,” 1 saw 
the last and ovorst result of such teaching. 
My attention was draw n by a friend to a 
young woman in a dnll, colorless dress, 
w ithout collar or other adornm ents, and 
w ith a thick mass of hair rubbed con­ 
fusedly down on her forehead. 
She was 
sittin g in a corner by the doorway, w ith 
a face exi ressive of such w ithered joy 
as I had never before affected. 
H er head 
leut back against th e doorposts, her eyes 
were half closed, more like a piece of sea­ 
weed left high upon the beach in the glare 
of a noonday sun, than a woman, there she 
sat, unlovely, unw om anly and unhealthy ; 
hut oh, how esthetic ! 
The current of peo­ 
ple flowed and eddied about h e r ; talk, 
neither wise nor w itty , perhaps, b u t at 
least hum an, rose and fell unheeded by her 
ear, while by her side stood a barrister 
noted for bis w it even more th an for his 
learning, vainly trying to win a smile from 
the poor, sad face. 
Is this w hat our wives 
aud sistem are coming to, if they have any 
artistic capacities ? 
Is this the desired re­ 
su lt of au increased devotion to a rt ? 
I for 
one, refuse to believe it. 
I t seems to me 
to be only one of th e m any false fashions 
of th e day, an outgrow th from th e w orst 
parts of Sw inburne's and R ossetti’s poetry. 
L et no t one of this school delude himself or 
herself into the belief th a t their practices 
and theories tend to help art. 
They tend 
rath er to destroy it ; and as surely as you 
kill healthiness of feeling ana strength of 
moral liber in any society, so certainly you 
may be sure you kill also the root of all 
tine art. 
F or tine a rt is alw ays healthy, 
alw ays strong and never self-conscious. 


N e u r a l g ia . — I have known the m ost 
distressing neuralgia of the extrem ities re­ 
lieved by sponging the whole length of the 
spinal-coluiun w ith cold w ater. 
The ice- 
bag m ight be, and often is, an effectual 
sedative, b ut I would not recommend so 
heroic a rem edy to the am ateur. 
Sciatica, 
which is sometimes a pure neuralgia, and 
som etim es of rheum atic origin, is often 
very successfully treated 
by warm sitz 
baths, and warm douches to the spine may­ 
be em ployed in conjunction w ith th e hath. 
As a general rule applicatious are best when 
the attack is caused by cold. 
M any facial 
neuralgias are attrib u tab le to cold, and this 
is ap t to be the case w ith those pains partly 
rheum atic, partly neuralgic, th e so-called 
rheum atic neuralgia, which is probably the 
result of rheum atic inflam mation affect­ 
ing th e sheaths of the nerves. 
»

There are various topical anodynes of great 
value. 
Chloroform" is one of the m ost pow ­ 
erful and effective. 
If, beside bathing the 
p art w ith it, a bit of thin m uslin be sa tu ­ 
rated w ith tfie chloroform and laid on the 
painful spot, being retained there, and 
evaporation is prevented by th e hand of 
the patient or a friend—the hand pressing 
it down and covering it closely—there will 
result presently- a sharp burning th a t can­ 
not long be borne, b ut which, when it dis- 
apjiears, takes w ith it tiie pain. 
W e get 
here the effect of counter-irritation as well 
as the anodyne influence. 
Cam phor has 
the same effect in a m uch leas degree. 
O ther counter-irritants are often useful, as 
m ustard, 
oil of 
pepperm int, and aqua 
ainnioma, w hich is usually m ade up w ith 
olive oil to form th e well-know n volatile 
linim ent. 
The oil sim ply serves as a ve­ 
hicle for th e anodyne ; it softens the skin 
and facilitates absorption. 
A conite is a 
very pow erful anodyne. 
A linim ent com ­ 
posed of oue p art each of aconite, chloro­ 
form, spirits ef cam phor and olive oil is 
very useful for a variety of pu n s. 
I t 
should be m arked, “ For extern 1 use only,” 
and p ut beyond the reach of children, and 
it should not he applied to an abraded 
surface. 
M usiin 
saturated 
w ith 
lau­ 
danum 
m ay 
sometimes 
be 
applied 
w ith 
good 
effect. 
T he 
old-fa-hioned 
rem edy of a bag of hops, gtt eped, and 
applied wot and hot, is a s excellent om . 
W e do not use it so much as formerly, be­ 
cause we have other agents equally effect­ 
ive and more convenient, bu t in th e coun­ 
try it is sometimes the nearest thing at 
hand. 
Belladonna—the 
finid 
extract 
rubbed upon the skin—dcos excellent ser­ 
vice. 
I t should he used and kept in the 
same careful m anner as the aconite lini- 
ineut. 
A better preparation is the bella­ 
donna plaster, which, if it can be obtained 
pure, is an adm irable remedy. 
W herever 
there is teuderncss along the spine, indi­ 
cating th a t spinal irritation which is in a 
m ajority of cases th e source of neuralgic 
pains iu the back part of th e head and 
neck, and across th e shoulders and chest, 
or the cervical, brachial, and intercostal 
neuralgias, the bt-Uodonua plaster will be 
likely to do good. 
F irst ascertain, by 
the presence of som ebody’s fingers close to 
the spinal colum n on each side, beginning 
w ith b cervical vertebra and proceeding 
caiefuliy dow nw ard, w hether there is not 
a tender spot, painful under pressure, and 
if so try th e belladonna plaster. 
The in­ 
ternal remedies m ust be tuitejf to the 
case, and 
for 
these a good 
physician 
should 
be 
consulted.

I m ust not close th e list of rem edies for 
nturrfigia—of which, indeed, I have only 
indicated a few th a t m ay properly bo em ­ 
ployed iu dom estic practice— w ithout m en­ 
tioning electricity, a modern renredy which 
mauy distinguished neurologists claim will 
supersede all others. 
.Some of these gen­ 
tlem en say it will cure all curable cases. 
So far as it has been tried, its record is cer­ 
tainly an adm irable one, aDd it is quite ac­ 
ceptable to th at laigo class of persons who 
are disinclined to take medicine. 
Like 
otherrtm edics, itsuse m ost be lungpersisted 
in, although its happy effects are sometimes 
a t once apparent. 
Neuralgic patients, as 
well as th eir physicians, would do well to 
rem em ber th a t maxim of the great Trous­ 
seau, th a t “ chronic diseases require chronic 
treatm en t.” 
I t is easy to relieve a parox­ 
ysm of pain ; not so easy to produce th at 
charge in the system which shall debar the 
return of the pain. 
To do this we m ust 
work in harm ony w ith the slow processes 
of nature.

M eat B rf.a p. — Beefsteak chopped np 
fine and baked w ith fl .ur and yeast in the 
form of a “ m eat-bread” loaf is tho latest 
dietetic sonraticn. 
It is as e: t- <1 th a t m eat 
thus treated entirely disappears during the 
tirrcess of purification, th e nutritive prin­ 
ciples becoming incorporated w ith 
the 
bread. 
Broiled P a m t-idges. — Pluck, draw and 


c at th e partridges in half, and wipe the in­ 
side 
thoroughly 
w ith 
a 
dam p 
cloth. 
Season them w ith salt and cayenne, broil 
them over a nice, clear fire, and p a t them 
ou a hot dish ; m b a sm all piece of b a tte r 
over each half, and serve them w ith brown 
gravy or m ushroom sauce. 


P ic k l in g C u c u m b e r s. — To m ake them 
keep firm and b rittle through th e year, 
steep in strong brine for a week ; then 
pour it off, heat it to boiling, aud pour it 
over th e encum bers. 
In tw enty-four hours 
drain on a cloth, pack in w ide-m outh b ot­ 
tles, till these w ith strong hot pickling 
vinegar, and seal at once. 
V arious spices 
are added in the bottles. 


T h o m p s o n ’s SroNOE C a k e .— W hites of 
ten eggs, tw o and one half cups of w hite 
sugar, tw o-thirds cup of sw eet m ilk, one- 
half cup b a tte r, three caps flour, tw o tea- 
spoonsful baking pow der ; flavor to taste ; 
if yon w aut very nice, m ake it w ith frost­ 
ing sugar ; cream ta rta r aud soda will do 
ju st as well ; use one large teaspoon of 
cream ta rta r and ball as much soda. 
Try 
this, ladies, and report. 
To P r e s e r v e W’ a t e e m e l o n . — C ut out 
the red p art of the melon ; peei the green 
off, and soak th e w hite part, after cutting 
it in strips, in vinegar over night. 
The 
next m orning pour off' the vinegar and out 
the strips into sm all pieces. 
F o ra medium 
sized melon, three pounds of sugar is suf­ 
ficient. 
A fter cutting your melon, p u t on 
the sugar, some dried lemon skin, a little 
ginger and cinnam on ; boil u n til the juice 
is a clear syrup. 


P a r t r id g e P i e .— Line a pie-dish w ith a 
veal cutlet, over th a t place a slice of ham 
and a little salt and pepper. 
Pluck, draw 
a ad wipe the partridges ; cu t off the leg» 
a t th e first joint, and seasou them inside 
w ith pepper, salt, minced parsley, aud a 
sm all piece of b u tter ; place them in adish, 
and ¡tour over them some stock ; line the 
edges of the dish w ith puff paste, cover the 
same, brush it over w ith th e yolk of an 
egg, aud bake for one hour. 


T o m a to C a t s u p. — H alf bushel or more 
of tom atoes, wash, cn t out stems, break up 
and put over the fire in a brass kettle, ten 
green peppers, tw o or three ripe ones, six 
m edinm sized onions, three large pieces of 
horseradish ro o t; cook together for three 
hours until it becomes thick, then strain 
through a coarse sieve into a large milk 
pan, set on stove and add a teacupful of 
salt, tw-i tablespoonfula of cloves, three of 
cinnam on, o n e e a :h of cayenne and black 
pepper ; cook half an bonr longer and then 
bottle. 
Do not let the tom atoes scorch. 
St. J ames C ustard. — Place over the 
stove one pint of m iik, in which p u t one 
large handful of b itter alm onds th a t have 
been blanched and broken off. 
L et it boil 
until highly flavored w ith tho alm onds ; 
then strain and set it aside to cool. 
Boil 
one q u art of rich m ilk, a id when cold add 
tbe flavored m ilk, half a pint of sugar and 
eight eggs, th e yolks and w hites beaten 
separately, stirring all well together. Bake 
in cups, and, when cold, place a macaroon 
on top of each cnp. 


F a n c y 
C r e a m s. — Allow' enough 
new 
m ilk to fill ten sm all cups ; set it on to 
hoil ; and having m ixed iu half a pint of 
milk and tw o ounces of grated chocolate, 
add it to th e boiling milk. 
J u s t before it 
comes off the fire pour in th e yolks of six 
eggs beaten, and m ixed in a little miik, 
aud half a pound of w hite sugar. 
W hen 
cool, m ix in the beaten w hites of the eggs, 
and a small qu an tity of vanilla boiled in 
milk. 
Fill th e cups nearly full, place 
them in w ater, and boil half an hour. 
E at 
when cold. 


R o s e S a u c e .—T his is an excellent sauce 
for puddings, and one th a t looks very pret­ 
tily. 
Peel and slice a fine large b e e t; boil 
it gently for tw enty m inutes in a p in t and 
a half of w ater. 
Then add tw o pounds ami 
a half of loaf sugar, th e thin rind and 
strained juice of a lemon, and half a stick 
of vanilla. 
Boil quickly and skim con­ 
stantly until the liquid becomes a rich, 
thick syrup of a deep red color, then 
strain. 
W iien nearly cold etir in a gill of 
brandy, and w hen qnite cold bottle and 
cork it closely. 
I t will keep any length 
of tim e if properly made. 


S a l m i d e P f.k d r ix , o r H a s h e d P a r ­ 


t r id g e s .—Roast th e 
partridges 
rath er 
underdone, and cover them w ith paper to 
prevent them being b ro w n ed ; cu t them 
into joints, taking off the skin from the 
wings, legs and breasts ; p u t the3e into a 
stew pan, cover them up, and set by until 
th e gravy is ready. 
C ut a slice of ham 
into small pieces, and pu t thero, w ith one 
carrot sliced, three shalots, three m ush­ 
rooms, herbs, tw o cloves, six whole pep­ 
pers, into a stew pan ; fry them lightly 
into a lit.le b utter, pour in three quarters 
of a pint of stock, aud let the whole sim ­ 
m er lor a q uarter of an honr. 
Strain the 
gravy an d let it cool, skim off every par­ 
ticle of fat, pn t it to the legs, wings, and 
breast, add a glass of sherry or M adeira 
and a lum p of sugar. 
L et a’l gradually 
warm through by the side of the fire, aud 
when on the point of boiling, garnish the 
dish w ith croutons.

ANlvUAL ADDRESS. 


Delivered by Hon. Horace Davis Before 
the California State Agricultural 
Society at Sacramento, Sep­ 
tember, 23, 1880. 


M r. President, Ladies and G entlem en: 
I have been asked to address yonr Society 
regarding the need of a Bureau of A gricult­ 
ure, whose special province shall be to tx- 
amine the conditions of farming on this coast 
and minister to its wants. 
The need of such 
a nrovieion was first suggested to me some 
years ago by 
a distinguished citizen of 
this city, and it impressed me ts a public 
want. 
I saw th at the researches and the 
publications of the Agricultural D epartm ent 
had been hitherto almost totally occupied by 
subjects of interest to the E astern farmer, 
while the uew methods of farming and the 
new products of this W estern c ios, were 
wholly 
unnoticed. 
As I revolved in my 
mind, I paw a difficulty in obtaining an ap­ 
propriation 
for 
such 
a 
bureati, 
based 
sin ply 
on 
a 
sectional or 
ge. graphical 
distinction, 
but 
I 
thought the raoicol 
climatic differences between the extreme E .a*, 
and the country 
west of 
tile Rocky 
mountains, 
which 
are reflected in their 
different methods of agriculture, might justly 
demand s >in- consideration. 
Prof. Hilgard, 
in a thoughtful paper published iu the Agri­ 
cultural 
Report 
of 
1878, s a y s : 
“ The 
salient climatic feature oi California is that 
practically all the w ater relied on for the 
production of 
crops 
falls between 
the 
middle 
of 
November and 
the 
first 
of A pril” (I would have said the first of 
May). 
“ I t is during this period th at the 
crops aie made or undone." 
ib is diversity 
of condition between a country amply pti¡>- 
plied with rain all the year r> mid. like the 
A tlantic States, and one scantily w at-red or 
where a rainless period of mont'ie intervenes 
between the wet seasons, this difference, I 
say, lies at the root of most of the changes 
we have had to make in the old methods of 
farming, and might justly call for a -eparate 
bureau, or a t least the detail of a special offi­ 
cer to observe and collect facts for publica­ 
tion when such au expenditure Could not i e 
demanded merely on the grounds of geograph­ 
ical distance. 
You will all remember how little faith we 
all had in early times iu California farming 
To a man from the A tlantic States, with their 
copious rains iu every month of the year, 
where the soft, green sward covered ihe past 
ur< s in summer, where every unoccupied 
sp' t was clothed in f orest, where N ature froi. 
M ay to October wore her brightest and most 
winning dress, to such a man it seemed alv 
surd to attem pt to till these dry plains and 
bare 
brown hills. 
We then thought that 
when we had exhausted the crop of gold the 
country would be worthless, and wc should 
all a! ar.d n it to the Mexican aud his mus­ 
tang-*. 
We forgot th at N ature’s means and 
methods were infinite, that there were many 
paths to success in tilling the so ii besides 
those we had trod in our early days ; we 
were blind to the hints she threw out to u< 
on every side. 
The waving fields of wild 
oats wtre a prophesy of the abundant graiu- 
crops of to-day; and in the scattered trees 
along the lines of the water-ceurees, she told 
us that with mau’s aid and patient labor the 
broad, desolate plains might be decked with 
tries and dotted with pleasant homes. 
Slowly and with patient steps the farmer 
learned to accord iiis ways to hers. 
Much of 
the old wisdom had to be unlearned and a 
world of new experience took its place. But, 
to-day, the farming product alone of Califor­ 
nia is far greater than her j i- Id of preci us 
metals in the palmiest days oi her mining in­ 
terests. 
Our sttardy farmers have wrought these 
changes by themselves without aid, hint or 
suggestion from the N ational D epartm ent of 
Agriculture. 
They feel now th at with tlris 
immense showing i f results th'-y are str ng 
enough to demand some recognition from the 
Departm ent, and tLey plead in ju'tificstion 
of their claim the radically different char­ 
acter of farming, resulting from climatic 
peculiarities extending over nearly half the 
urea of the U nited States. 
The Committee on A griculture in th - pres­ 
ent Congress, in accordance with my r* quest, 
supported by such arguments r.s I was able 
to i ffer, ana by the action of the State 
Grauge of California, irseried in their ap­ 
propriation hill the following eliuse : “ F or 
the i urprse of enabling the Cuii’mi- ionor of 
Agriculture to procure data touching the. 
agricultural needs of the arid region of the 
United States, five thousand dolíais.” This 
was meant rather a-> au entering we-lge 
to lead to greater results if the exp-riiuent 
w as successful. 
Some fun was indulged in at 
my exp -use at tiie tim e of its passage, but 
the language was carefully chosrn to avoid 
geographical or sect oaal jeal-.usi.s, and te;. 
include ihe most salient points of our agri­ 
culture on this coast 
M jor -1. W. Powell, in his able “ Report 
on the Lands of the Arid R-gi"ns of the 
U nited iita'es,” says “ the arid region begins 
about midway iu the great plaii s and ex­ 
tends across the Rocky M ountains to the 
Pacific Ocean,” which includes roughly that 
portion of our country where the annual 
rainfall is less than twenty inches, which 
amount he deems necessary for uniformly 
successful agriculture from season to season. 
From 
this 
region 
he 
excepts 
western 
W ashington, western Oregon and northw est­ 
ern Galif 'ruia. 
You will observe th at th s 
definiti- n includes mo.->t of the Slate of Cali 
ioruiuas a region where the rainfall isthfi- 
cient. and a region to be largely bei efited by 
irrigati /ii, even vvh- re it does not absolutely 
require it, aud where, in short, the i.gricult- 
ur-j fi. seriously modified by these climatic 
conditions. 
Tifia is no time to discuss the problems of 
farming under such conditions, bnt I may b 
pardoned for pointing out some of the peculi­ 
arities of the arid regions. 
F irst we notice the greater presence of 
w hat we call “ alkali ” in the .-oil, “ a n line,” 
siys Professor Hilgard, “ used to designate 
any "ii containing such uou-ual quantities of 
.-' lub e salts as to allow th' iu to become vh-i- 
bleon the surface daring the dry season a.i a 
dry crust *r t f f l o r e s e n c t 'ihe best methods 
of handling these s ils unknown in the lands 
"f bountiful rains may well form a problem 
for the consideration of our special bureau. 
A:.other marked feature ot this region is 
the lack of timber, which is found iu very 
scant supply on the higher ranges of moun­ 
tains. 
H er 3 in California onr people have spent 
mil lions of d.-liars experimenting on different 
varieties of trees from ail parte of the globe, 
tiying to relieve the monotony of our monot­ 
onous, treeless plains and bare hills and clothe 
them with verdure. 
Tfie same problem confronts the State of 
Nebraska, and as you whirl through the val­ 
ley ot the P latte you see there, as you may 
iu some parts of California, thousands < f 
acres of artificial forest. 
Oa the other hand, 
itis interesting to observe how íl our own 
State the young trees are spreading over the 
lower slopes of the Sieri a - and the foothills 
since they have been protected from fires. 
How interesting and valuable an investiga 
tion of this subject m ight be mad». 
The absence of true feed grasses ir another 
peculiarity of this dry region. 
Professor 
llilgard says that meadows and permanent 
grass pastures, and even clover, are praeti- 
colly eliminated from the agricultural system 
of this State. 
T h ey are possible only where 
artificial 
or 
natural 
irrigarioa 
supplies 
moisture throughout the seasou. 
“ Tiiis ab­ 
sence » f grass uj ikes necessary the cutting of 
the ordinary cireal crops for hay before the 
grain ripens,” and “ wheat-hay end barley 
I ay are among the California oddities thaf 
fi'st strike 
the 
agricultural im m igrant.” 
Here the D epartm ent might help us to find 
substitutes—new forage plants, native or for 
eign, which will five through our d-y seasons. 
The thrifty, economical Eastern farmer, com­ 
ing here in the fall, is amazed to see the sky 
lighted at night by fields of blsz ng stubble 
His California friend justifies the practice by 
telling him tn at the soil in many sections be­ 
comes so parched and drv th at stubbie, and 
even manures, when turned in by the plow, 
will not decay, but remain a hindrance, aud 
not a help to the fanner, and his only method 
to get rid o f the etutble and straw is to 
burn it. 
The same dry soil furnishes a comfortable 
home for those various pe.-ts of the farmer 
which find their breeding place in the ground, 
and they increase indefinitely, to his great 
annoyance. 
H e wages perpetual war against 
ihe im-ect* and ground squirrels, while the 
heavy rains and inclement winlers which in 
the East destroy such pests and keep them 
within bounds are wanting here, and bnt for 
an exceptionally wet w inter once in a while, 
nature cives’him no help in his warfare. 
Oil 
snch points as the-e an intelligent r-search by 
the D epartm ent of A griculture would be of 
great, as-istance. 
I might add indefinitely to this list of dif­ 
ferences, hut it is not my province. 
One 
i more instance, and I will close the catalogue. 
The scieDce and practice of irrigation are pe- 
cufiar to this arid rezion.

B ut h»te the water- 
right often c»sts more than tlm land—iudeed, 
gives it its chief value. 
On the other hand, 
tbe irrigating farm er can gauge tbe supply of 
water to sui' bis cr 'pe, aud L ars neither 
droughts nor fl ods. 
B ut 1 must i ot enter on 
so vast and attractive a subject as the science 
of irrigation. 
Its means and methods will be 
a stu ly for our farmers for generations to 
come, and its possibilities are aiu ■ ~t beyond 
conception. 
A scientific study ot its opera­ 
tions is one of our greatest nttds. 
A ll these and kiudrid topics are to be in­ 
vestigated. 
Mich aui-ject opens a world of 
inquiry and «alls tor most careful study. 
N or will this be the o ly goo- vou will de­ 
rive from this uew departure. 
If the experi­ 
ment is successful, ami i:- becomts a settled 
practice of the D epartm ent to oet.di an * fficer 
to specially note the wants <f th s coast, he 
will soon take cognizance of our * th*.r pecu­ 
liar productions, ev-u such as have no espe­ 
cial connection with our dry sea-ons.

THE FUTURE OF TRANSPORTATION AND 
PRODUCTION IN CALIFORNIA 


WILL 
CAliVAfcS 
THE 
STATE. 


We hope that the fanners and busi­ 
ness men of California will all read the 
recently-delivered annual address of the 
President of the State Board of Agri­ 
culture, for it contains matter which con­ 
cerns them deeply. 
There cannot be any 
question so important to producers as that 
of the method by which the staples they 
deal in are to find their way to a market, 
and are to secure living prices when there. 
These are the final problems of human 
exertion, in fact, and therefore when it is 
stated that Mr. Larue in his address fore­ 
casts a radical and most advantageous 
change in the lines and modes of trans­ 
portation, the interest farmers have in his 
speculations and discussions becomes ap­ 
parent. 
And what Mr. Larue has said in 
this address is not indeed news. 
To all 
who had capacity for reflection the progress 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad years ago 
indicated the certain approach in the near 
future of a very momentous change in the 
relations of the transporter and the pro­ 
ducer. 
The latter has in this State slowdy 
struggled out of a condition of vassalage. 
The middleman antedated agriculture, and 
while it was young he absorbed its profits. 
For many years the distance to market, the 
difficulty of ascertaining Liverpool quota­ 
tions, the clannishness of brokers, the 
-ervility of merchants, combined to deprive 
the farmer of the cream of his industry. 
He 
was 
allowed 
to 
live, 
hut 
he 
was not allowed to flourish. 
But in 
spite of all these drawbacks the agri­ 
cultural area broadened every year, and 
presently the control of the crop became 
too great an undertaking even for such 
bold operators as Friedlander. The decline 
of the middleman and the rise of the 
Grange were coincident, but while the 
middleman has not disappeared altogether, 
neither has the Grange yet succeeded in 
doing the full work for which it was in­ 
vented. 
All this time outside agencies, 
however, have been at work to change and 
ameliorate the situation. It was long since 
apparent that even if 
the middlemen 
should vanish utterly, and no obstacles any 
longer exist between the producer and the 
merchant, the former would still be handi­ 
capped by the great distance, both in space 
and time, which separated his staple from 
the market. 
This of course affected the 
merchant also, and one of its consequences 
was to introduce an element of gambling 
into most transactions in wheat. 
The dis­ 
advantages growing out of the long voyage 
round Cape Horn in fact appeared to be 
inseparable from the situation, and they 
threatened to increase so much that many 
thoughtful men began to predict the neces­ 
sity of changing the staple, or at least of 
diminishing its produce for the future. All 
this time the Southern Pacific Railroad 
was eatiDg its way through the desert and 
making straight for tidewater on the Gulf 
of Mexico. 
At last the attention of 
others than 
the builders of the road 
was 
drawn 
to 
it, 
ami 
men 
began 
to 
inquire 
what 
new 
phenomena 
this spcond transcontinental road indicated. 
And now the time seems to have come 
when the producers may realize the full 
significance of this route, and may recog­ 
nize the changes which it must bring to 
them. 
It may be well before going further 
to deprecate expressions of local jealousy, 
alarm, or displeasure, in this connection, 
and to point out that enterprises of the 
magnitude of the Southern Pacific are not 
merely justified bnt necessitated by geo­ 
graphical and other equally permanent and 
commanding considerations, of a kind to 
which simply local interests must he sub­ 
ordinated in the very nature of things. 
It 
was evident that California was specially 
fitted to be one of the principal granaries 
of the world. 
That fact having been de­ 
monstrated it became the logical duty, alike 
of the highest business sagacity and the 
broadest public spirit, to solve the problem 
of connection with the world’s markets. 
The prosperity of California’s present and 
future population was involved in this, 
i’hat she was to be a great wheat-growing 
State was already certain, bnt it was cot 
so certain that her producers were to reap 
the legitimate profit of their toil. 
It was 
to determine this problem that the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad was built, and it is 
now evident that it will more than fulfill 
the anticipations of ita projectors. 


Hon. Henry Edgtrton, the most distin­ 
guished and brilliant orator on the Pacific 
coast, will enter the campaign at an early 
day, and will canvass the State in advo­ 
cacy of the Republican national ticket. 
Mr. Edgcrton enters the canvass full of the 
seal inspired by the belief that the country 
is passing through a great political crisis, 
and that the success of the Republican 
canse is an imperative national necessity. 
The entrance of Mr. Kdgerton into the 
campaign will infuse high hope and re­ 
newed courage in the Republican ranks. 


Mr. Larue in his address showed that at 
toe present time the aggregate freight 
cnarge on wheat to Liverpool is §10 50 per 
ton, and thatthis is divided intoaland trans­ 
portation charge of $3 50 per ton, and an 
ocean freight of $13 per ton. He estimated 
that when the Gout hern Pacific was com­ 
pleted the land charge would be the great­ 
est, and the ocean freight from New Or­ 
leans to Liverpool would r.ot exceed $5 per 
ton. 
Supposing that the aggregate freight 
charge to Liverpool remained the same as 
now, though differently apportioned, the 
gain of the producer would be very great, 
for he would then reach his market iu three 
weeks, instead of four months. The farmer 
could afford to pay a higher freight than he 
is now paying, for this immense gain of 
time, but he is assured against any increase 
of freight charges by the insurmountable 
guarantee of ocean competition. 
The rail­ 
road 
must 
transport 
his 
wheat 
for 
him at 
a 
fair 
rate, 
since 
he 
can 
always defeat any attempt at exorbitant 
rates by taking the long sea route. 
But 
in effect, we know that all railroads find it 
to their interest to encourage the extension 
of productive areas by transporting at the 
lowest paying rate?, and therefore wo may 
be certain that the Southern Pacific, and 
the ocean lines with which it connects at 
New Orleans, will carry the wheat of onr 
farmers below the present figures. 
We be­ 
lieve that Mr. Lame's estimate of the 
ocean freight from New Orleans to Liver­ 
pool is too high, moreover. 
The enormous 
volume of freight requiring transportation 
every year will not only justify, but com­ 
mand, a much lower rate than $5 per ton. 
The situation, therefore, is full of hope for 
the producer. 
Even if the freight rates to 
Liverpool should remain nominally the 
same, the immense gain in time must 
araonnt to a practical radical lowering of 
them ; and as a matter of fact, the actual 
diminution even of the nominal rates is a 
certainty under the 
new dispensation. 
That 
the 
Southern 
Pacific 
Railroad 
will 
carry 
the 
entire 
wheat 
crop 
of this State almost immediately after 
its completion, must now be accepted 
as a certainty. 
That this staple alone will 
give the road a freightage of at least 50,000 
tons per month is not less certain ; and 
that one fact settles the question of the 
profitableness of the undertaking. Thence­ 


forward onr farmers will be practically 
independent. 
They will be able to take 
prompt advantage of every rise in the quo­ 
tations. 
They will be able to put their 
wheat on the market precisely when it 
will fetch the best price. 
They will no 
longer be embarrassed and impoverished 
by a four months' voyage, dnring which all 
their calculations must lie clouded, or to 
avoid which they must sell at a sacrifice. 
It is of course apparent that this impor­ 
tant change in the transportation lines 
must stimulate wheat-growing. 
It will 
very probably cause President Larue’s 
prediction of a hundred million bushels of 
production to be borne out. 
For it must 
give to California wheat-growers an assur­ 
ance which they have never before pos­ 
sessed, and this it does by bringing them 
ten thousand miles nearer to their market. 


The effect of the completion of the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroart upon California busi­ 
ness and productions Generally will be of 
the moat important character. 
It is quite 
probable that the existing grooves of trade 
and commerce mav be seriously affected, 
and it is beyond doubt that it will become 
necessary to readjust many long estab­ 
lished interests. 
These necessities, how­ 
ever, must be faced manfully, Bince it is 
perfectly clear that they are unavoidable. 
There is no possibility of hindering or pre­ 
venting enterprises which bring great bene­ 
fits to large areas. 
To exclaim against the 
Southern Pacific Railroad would be as un­ 
reasonable and futile as to exclaim against 
the Suez Canal, though the latter has 
brought stagnation and decay to many a 
port and city which flourished vigorously 
before its construction. 
The Southern 
Pacific annihilates 10,000 miles of space, 
and therefore it is necessary to this coast 
and State. 
It solves the greatest problem 
before 
the 
producers 
of 
California, 
and therefore 
its completion 
will 
be 
a great public boon and benefit. 
It will 
save millions every year to our farmers, 
and retain in their pockets what has hereto­ 
fore been paid to middlemen or been spent 
in overcoming the drawback of great dis­ 
tance from market. 
Nothing of so much 
importance to the agriculture of this State 
as the building of this road could possibly 
have occurred, and if the farmers have the 
sagacity and enterprise to combine and 
build their own warehouses, they will be 
in a position to secure the greatest advan­ 
tages from the coming change. 
And if it 
is suggested that a route which serves to 
conduct California products to tide-water 
at the Gulf with so much facility, must 
serve equally well to convey imports from 
abroad to California, we reply that this 
also is doubtless among the consequences 
which the new route will produce. 
With 
the effects upon other routes of trans­ 
portation 
we 
of 
course 
have 
noth­ 
ing to do, nor could these effects, what­ 
ever they may 
be, 
be in 
aDy 
way 
modified or altered by discussion. 
Su­ 
periority in the location of a transportation 
route is as supreme and insurmountable an 
advantage as is conceivable, and the only 
course to take when such superiority is 
manifested is to recognize and conform 
to it. 
The Southern Pacific has this ad­ 
vantage in alignment and grade over anv 
other road, and until it is deprived of its 
advantages by the discovery or construc­ 
tion of a still shorter and cheaper route, it 
must maintain its ascendancy. 
As these 
changes are not conjectural, but certain, 
aud as they will take effect within a com­ 
paratively short time, our producers and 
business men will do well to familiarize 
themselves with the approaching innova­ 
tions, and especially to make ready to avail 
themselves of the benefits which will ac­ 
crue from this great improvement in the 
means of transportation. 


GOOD 
ADVICE FOR 
DEMOCRATS. 


Some of our Democratic friends appear 
to think that capical can be made for their 
3ide by showing that the R e c o r d U n io n 
has at former times criticised the “stal­ 
wart” method of politics, and demanded 
fair play for the South. 
Our friends wish 
to make it appear by citing these expres­ 
sions that the R w o r d - U n io n is not con­ 
sistent, or that if it was deserving of cre­ 
dence then, it is not now.

to assist them. 
At that time the Southern 
Democracy was making the most ample 
promises. 
It declared that all it desired 
was reconciliation ; that it yearned to bury 
ita past beyond resurrection ; aud that 
nothing but the interested enmity of the 
Stalwarts prevented it from showing the 
country how sincere and well-meaning it 
was. 
We then, in common with all inde­ 
pendent Republicans, were in favor of 
giving the South the opportunity it asked 
for, and in a short time it had that oppor 
tur.ity.

to a standstill through the persistent efforts 
of these men to remove every safeguard 
and protection from the ballot at the South. 
We saw them solidifying that region by 
extinguishing free institutions. 
We saw 
that the only effect of the withdrawal of 
the troops and the cessation of Federal 
interference was to wrest the franchise 
from the hands of the colored voters. 
We 
saw that the sincere elements of the Santh 
were in a hopeless minority, and that the 
ruling 
elements 
were 
resolved 
to 
nullify the 
constitutional 
amendments, 
and to obtain control of the national Con­ 
gress and Government by perpetrating 
wholesale frauds at the polls. 
We saw, in 
a word, that the South had grossly abused 
its opportunity, and that it had proved it­ 
self undeserving of confidence. 
It had 
bad what it asked for. 
It had been 
listened to when it made its plea for a fair 
trial. 
And it had demonstrated its nnre- 
generate state in the clearest manner. 
It 
therefore became necessary to change onr 
attitude in regard to it, and it was no 
longer possible to believe that it could bo 
trusted with the destinies of the nation. 


Onr Democratic friends who s e e k to con­ 
vict the R eoord-Union of inconsistency 
are consequently only bringing to the 
front th e reasons which have compelled 
all independent Republicans to abandon 
the idea of Southern regeneration as hope­ 
less, and to unite in demanding that the 
control of the Government shall not be 
placed in the hands of a section which 
has 
show'n 
itself 
hostile not alone to 
the 
North, 
but 
to free 
institutions 
generally. 
And our advice 
to 
those 
Democrats 
who 
think they can make 
capital ont of our former utterances, is 
to 
drop 
that 
line 
altogether, 
and 
devote their attention to seeking the justi­ 
fication for the conduct of their party 
which they stand very much more in need 
of. 
Nor is it in politics alone that the 
South has proved recreant to its profes­ 
sions. 
It is from that region that the 
chief support has been drawn for all the 
swarming financial heresies and dishonest 
propositions which have been introduced 
to Congress since the Democrats gained 
control there. 
It is 
from the Sonth 
that the infamy of repudiation has drawn 
its exemplifications, and the very last 
Southern election held indorsed one of 
the most monstrous schemes of this kind 
on record. 
How then is it 
possible 
longer to repose faith in that region ? 
It cannot now be pretended that 
its 
disgraces aud wrongs are attributable to 
carpet-baggers. 
It has had its own des­ 
tinies in its own hands for several years, 
and it is responsible for the record it has 
made in the face of the world. 
False to 
its pledges of political

rated with the leprosy of repudiation, wel­

that is invented, 
trampling free institutions 
under foot, 
ruled despotically by elements which are 
a constant menace to the life of the 
Republic, it would indeed be strange if 
the R e o o r d -U n io n had not altered its 
position in regard to this region, and if it 
had 
not 
abandoned 
all 
the 
hopes 
which Southern assurances once raised. 
But this change of attitude in a journal 
whose candor and breadth of view our Dem­ 
ocratic 
friends 
unconsciously 
illustrate 
whenever they refer to its past utterances, 
should convince thinking men that the 
positions it now holds are the inevitable 
products of Democratic deceit and infidel­ 
ity, and should be regarded as demonstrat­ 
ing the danger of yielding any further as­ 
sent to the insincere pretenses of a party 
which has already so notoriously betrayed 
the confidence of the people.

The exhibits of the 
codling moth, the mining debris, and the 
Agricultural College display, arc alone well 
worth the visit, aud industries of all kinds 
are represented with more artistic am­ 
bition and achie\rement, and with a far 
greater show of enterprise than ever before. 
The arrangements and improvements at 
the Park reflect great credit upon the State 
Agricultural Society, and evince an earnest 
determination to leave nothing undone 
that can conduce to the comfort and con­ 
venience of the public. 
The 
reforms 
introduced 
into 
the 
racing arrange­ 
ments 
have 
deservedly 
elicited 
the 
warmest 
approbation. 
It 
may 
indeed 
be said that it has this year, for the 
first time, been possible for the general 
public really to enjoy and appreciate the 
speed programme. 
The exhibition of 
stock has been of 
a most satisfactory 
character, aud has shown that this in­ 
dustry is advancing with a rapidity which 
at once proves its profitableness and the 
good judgment and enterprise of breeders 
and stock-raiscrs. 
So large an attendance 
has never been seen before, nor probably 
has so complete a satisfaction been enjoyed 
during the whole period. 
There are no 
doubt many openings for further improve­ 
ment, especially iu regard to the classifica­ 
tion and representation of the produce of 
different parts of the State. 
We hope 
next year to see every county in the State 
represented by full and well classified ex­ 
hibits of its products. 
Such a display is 
really one of the objects of mo3t importance 
to the agricultural interest, and as an ad­ 
vertisement of the resources of the State. 
We have no doubt that iu another twelve­ 
month the State Agricultural Society will 
be able to coinpass this, but in its absence 
the Fair of 1880 will long be remembered 
as the most prosperous and successful one 
held up to that time. 


SENATOR 
BAYARD’S 
DEGENERACY. 


Senator Bayard’s speech at Tammany 
Hall is a melancholy example of the de­ 
praving influence of partisanship upon 
even the most naturally caudid minds. 
It 
is scarcely too much to say that in this 
speech he descended as low a9 the mean­ 
est of his associates could have done. 
Nothing could be less ingenuous than his 
remarks concerning the Southern claims, 
for instance. 
He declared that these 
claims were barred by the Fourteenth 
Amendment, though no man knows better 
than he that this statement is untrue. 
The letter of Senator Edmunds, which we 
published yesterday, shows how much re­ 
liance is to be placed upon Mr. Bayard’s 
solemn assurance on this bead. 
The Sena­ 
tor from Delaware aDo knows well that a 
bill is pending in Congress which provides 
for an addition of twelve Judges to the 
United States Supreme Court, that these 
twelve new Judges are to be taken front 
the South, and that one of the main 
purposes of 
creating them 
is to pro­ 
vide the machinery for nullifying the 
constitutional 
amendments 
which 
he 
pretends to 
believe 
offer an effectual 
barrier to all Southern claims. This is bad 
enough, but when he treats of finances, 
Mr. Bayard descends still lower, for he at­ 
tempts to deny the credit of the resump­ 
tion of specie payments to the Republican 
party. 
So far as Mr. Bayard personally is 
concerned, this position lacks honesty. So 
far as the argument is concerned, it lacks 
rationality. For it is clear enough that two 
parties only have any responsibility in the 
premises, namely, the Republican and the 
Democratic parlies. 
It is also matter of 
history that the Democratic party officially 


opposed resumption, committing itself form­ 
ally to a demand for the repeal of the Re­ 
sumption Act in 1876. 
Now it will puzzle 
Senator Bayard to show how the party 
which thus opposed resumption can have had 
anything to do with securing i t ; and if the 
Republican party did not secure it, it must 
have "happened 
accidentally and spon­ 
taneously. Does Mr. Bayard mean to assert 
that this latter was the case ? And if not, 
what does he mean ? 
His reference to the 
apathy of certain individual members of 
the Republican party is of a piece with the 
disingenuousness which characterizes his 
whole speech. 
He knows perfectly well 
that the question is of what the party did, 
and not of what any one or two or half a 
dozen of its members have failed to do. 
Resumption was brought about by the ac­ 
tion of the Republican party, and it was 
brought abont in spite of the opposition of 
the Democracy. 
Nor is this all, for to-day 
the financial heresy and dishonesty of the 
Democratic party are shown in its readiness 
to fuse everywhere with the Greenbackers, 
whose programme involves the defeat and 
suspension oí specie payments. 
Whatever 
assaults are now being meditated upon the 
public 
credit anil the stability of the 
currency find their chief support in the 
ranks of the Democracy, and at the very- 
meeting at which Senator Bayard made 
this unwarrantable attack on Republican 
finance, one of the objects was to cele­ 
brate, as a Democratic success, the Green­ 
back victory in Maine. 
In view of the 
facts further comment on the remarks of 
the degenerate Senator from Delaware is 
unnecessary. 


A 
SOUND 
FINANCIAL 
FLATFORM. 


The platform adopted by the Massachu­ 
setts Republicans is in many respects a 
m old one, but its soundness is nowhere 
more conspicuously manifested than in its 
financial resolutions. These are as follows : 
“ The resumption of specie payments, by 
“ which the nation’s promises to pay arc 
“ made equal in value to coin, and the 
“ great and satisfactory progress that has 
“ been made toward the extinguishment of 
“ the national debt, are the results of Re­ 
p u b lican legislation and administration, 
“ which have been effected in spite of the 
“ opposition of the Democratic party. 
It 
“ is therefore to the Republican party alone 
“ that the friends of a currency based upon 
“ the value of gold coin can look for a re-

“ to be suspended until the relation be- 
“ tween gold and silver has been uniformly 
“ established by the leading commercial 
“ countries.” 
The Massachusetts Repub 
licans are evidently blessed with the cour­ 
age of their convictions. 
They know what 
they believe, and they have no desire to 
curry favor with the Greenbackers by sup­ 
pressing their views upon the most import­ 
ant questions ot the day. 
They boldly de­ 
nounce the coinage of the “ buzzard ” dol­ 
lar, and demand its suspension, and with­ 
out doubt they will carry their State on 
this 
issue 
against the Democrats and 
Greenbackers together. 
They also depre­ 
cate a Democratic succees “ because the 
“ advocates of inflation being chiefly mem- 
“ bers of the Democratic party, aud many 
“ States under Democratic rule having 
“ scaled or repudiated their debts, a Demo- 
“ cratic success in a national election would 
“ impair the public credit and depre- 
“ ciate the 
national securities.” 
These 
are the positions which the Republican 
party ought to have taken everywhere, but 
there are some States in which the Republi­ 
can managers are Hnfortunately not possi ssed 
of such clear convictions ou .political issues 
as can restrain them from trimming poli­ 
cies, and some 
of 
these 
time-serving 
politicians have thought it possible to 
maintain an ambiguous attitude on issues 
which admit of no such treatment. 
They 
seem disposed to follow the example of the 
Democrats in 1S7C, who left the determina­ 
tion of the tariff' question to the Con­ 
gressional districts, so as to avoid com­ 
mitting the National Convention unit, and 
thus estrange 
the Fcunsylvania Demo­ 
crats. 
It is, however, becoming more ap­ 
parent every day that sides must l»e taken 
on finance, and that the parties wiiich try 
not to commit themselves will be deserted 
by men of positive opinions, whether these 
opinions are right or wrong. 


GaMBE I t'A. 


The press of France is beginning to per­ 
ceive that Gambetta is altogether too pow­ 
erful and self-willed a man to occupy 
a subordinate position in the Government. 
It recognizes his hand in the overthrow of 
the Dr. Freycinet Ministry, and it inti­ 
mates that so long as he possesses the power 
to do this kind of thing it will be useless 
t > try to maintain a constitutional gov­ 
ernment. 
Therefore it is suggested that 
Gambetta 
ought to be President, and 
this 
suggestion 
appears 
to 
come 
as 
well from his enemies as from his friends. 
It is perhaps more natural that his enemies 
should advance the idea than that his 
friends should countenance it, for it must 
be because the Presidency would paralyze 
his restless activity that those who do not 
love him wish to confer that honor upon 
him. But it may be doubted whether Gam­ 
betta would 
make a good 
President. 
He 
is 
one 
of 
those 
impetuous 
and 
fiery 
natures 
which 
make 
admirable 
revolutionary 
leaders, and even «chiefs 
of opposition, but whose active qualities 
are neutralized by compelling them to fol­ 
low a prescribed course. 
Gambetta, as 
President, might sustain his own Cabinet, 
but he would be constantly tempted to 
overstep 
constitutional limitations, and 
would be very apt to find in his theory of 
patriotism a .eady excuse for such usurpa­ 
tion. 
Nevertheless, 
it 
is 
plain that 
he is 
far too 
powerful 
and opinion­ 
ated to hold his present position safely. 
For he in effect controls the Govern­ 
ment, and therefore he has already done 
violence to the Constitu tion. 
Like Glad­ 
stone, he is too considerable to be a fol­ 
lower, and yet he is in many respecta an 
unsafe leader. 
It is possible that if he 
were President he might school himself to 


a higher conservatism. 
Such changes 
have taken place in strong minds before 
now. 
Bnt there is much danger in the 
experiment, and the only warrant for at­ 
tempting it lies in the consieration that he 
is likely to do e\*en more harm where heis 
than in any other position he can be 
elevated to.

It is somewhat singular that it should 
be so difficult to ascertain the actual situa­ 
tion of things at Dulcigno, but up to the 
present moment it nevertheless seems im­ 
possible to tell whether the Turks or the 
Albanians hold the place.

driven out the garrison of the place, and 
taken possession of it. 
Then this report 
was contradicted, and it was alleged that 
the Ottoman troops still held the citadel. 
And now a third report comes to the effect 
that tue first account was correct, and that 
the Albanians hoid the town.

this is more in harmony with the other 
facts known, for it has long been ap­

If the Powers wait un­ 
til the Porte is ready to make the conces­ 
sion, however, the probability is that the 
naval demonstration will coine to nothing.

In Wiunemuccadistrict, Nev., the Hum­ 
boldt woiks, for the first time in over two 
y cars, are in full operation. 
The battery 
was started the other day, and runs like a 
top. 
The Mammoth mine, at Tunnel Ridge, 
Calaveras county, finished cleaning up 
during the week, and $5.000 were ob­ 
tained as the product of a three months’ 
run. 
A new ledge of coal, eight feet in thick­ 
ness. is reported as having beeu discovered 
on Wilson river, a stream leading into Til­ 
lamook Bay 
from Washington county, 
Oregon. 
There have bei n no developments in 
Bodie for gome time. 
Since the Jupiter

Another rich gold-bearing ledgo has been 
discovered in Humboldt canyon, near Bar­ 
ber’s canyon, about three miles from Dun 
Glen, Nevada.

In Calaveras the latest strike of rich ore 
is in the Providence mine, located at the 
base of French Hill. 
The ledge is four 
feet in width, well defined, and carries free 
gold and 
sulphurcts to an

amount. 
Among the pieces of rich gold-bearing 
quartz taken out o: the Rocky Bar mine. 
Grass Valley, a lew days ago was one that 
weighed 171 j ounces troy, or nearly 14-i 
pounds, and con’ainad 49 ounces of gold, 
amounting to tho value of $830. 
William Davis, of Napa, has found, 
seven miles north of Monticello, a stxnnine 
mine, the larger portion of which is tin. 
He also struck a rich ledge abont five miles 
further north, the quarts of which assays 
$333 50 of silver to the ton, besides gold. 
The Citizens’ Bunk of Nevada City has 
received a gold bar valued at $2,700. the 
same being the result of the recent clean­ 
up of the Sailor Flat mine. 
Aiso a large 
quantity of coarse gold was reo ¡ved from 
one 'of the gravel claims of Washington 
township. 
In Piute county, Utah, in an immense 
quartzite slide, and overlooking the world, 
so to speak, is situated the Sierra Nevada 
mine.

In the Hydraulic Company's mine, Trin­ 
ity county, the last clean up produced 
nearly $10,000, making the total yield of 
the mine thus fartnis season abor t $17,000. 
The ground worked had ore • iously been 
drifted, aud owing to a large slide as much 
ground was not worked as would otherwise 
have been done. 
A Seattle, W. T., dispatch says : Gen­ 
eral Tannatt, of the- O R. & N. Co., and 
Colonel Parker, of the Walla Wafia States­ 
man, visited our city during the past week. 
The latter gentii man has had‘considerable 
mining exper ence, and having v;sited the 
Newcastle coal mine and followed the vein 
a distance of three miles through the tun­ 
nel, pronounc d it one of the great co; 1 
mines of the world. 
Miners are not in the habit of throwing 
up good contracts, says tiie$ali Like Trib­ 
une, but the Ada mine iu Snake Creek is 
idle at present. 
In driving tiie tunnel, a 
strange formation was encountered. 
At 
every stroke of the picks the tunnel was 
filled with a voluminous vapor, and the 
weird light made the blood chill in the 
veins of the superstitious miners. They call 
the rock “ hell-fire rock,” aud give the 
tuuue! a wide berth. 
Speaking of the Forest Queen mine, the 
Downieville Messenger says ; T'ue property 
was worked y tars ago, but 
ho owner be­ 
came involved and the mine was closed. 
Since work has been resumed a very rich 
chimney three feet wide has been cut in 
the new tunnel. 
The quartz is full of gold, 
w-hich can be easily seen by the naked eye, 
and mills $1,000 per ton. 
This mine is 
owned by Russ & Co. of San Francisco. 
The company contemplates putting np a 
mill this ¡all. 
Says the Eureka (Nev.) Sentinel of the 
Hamilton region : As matters now move 
along, the Eberhardt mill is grinding away 
on tailings. 
Their supply will run out in 
about three mouths Linger, and if the com­ 
pany cannot secure those belonging to the 
Sooth Aurora mill, and there should be no 
more ore to treat, the stamps would have 
to rust out.

R a il w a y A larm W h is t l e.—-To pre­ 
vent the chance of a train running past the 
danger-signal during a fog or suow-storm, 
without the engine-driver seeing it, the 
Northern Railway Company of France has 
recently adopted the plan of having a 
steam whistle on the locomotive, worked 
by a current of electricity controlled by the 
signal. The whistle is connected with an 
insulated metallic brush placed under the 
engine, and between the rails there ia fixed 
a projecting contact-bar, faced with copper 
and several feet long, which is swept by 
the brush when the train passes. This 
contact-piece is connected to the positive 
pole of a voltaic battery, the negative pole 
of which is in communication with a com­ 
mutator on the signal post, from which a 
wire leads to the ground. So long as the 
signal is at “ line clear” the passage of the 
brush over fixed contact produces no re­ 
sult ; but when the signal is set to “ dan­ 
ger,” the commutator brings the negative 
pole of the battery in direct communica­ 
tion with the ground, and on the brush 
passing over the contact, completes the 
electric circuit, and causes the whistle to 
be sounded, thereby alarming the driver.

Dear Mabel, Kay and Fan : 
I know 
you have devoured all accounts of it as 
dished up by the daily papers here, but I 
feel sure you are also waiting to hear my 
private opinion of this year’s carnival of 
authors. 
It is undertaken at a vast deal 
of trouble and expense for the further re­ 
lief of six charitable associations, viz : 
Old Ladies’ Home (which I have several 
times mentioned to you), Little Sisters’ In ­ 
fant 
Shelter 
(which 
means 
to 
ha7e 
a 
country 
retreat 
for 
its 
little 
ones when it is able), Ladies’ Protec­ 
tion and Relief Society. San Francisco 
Female Hospital, Young Women’s Chris­ 
tian Association (which comprises in itself 
many branches of charity) and Dispensary 
for Women and Children, of a visit to 
which I wrote a few weeks ago. 
I feel 
peculiarly interested in each, since in each 
I have one lady friend at ieast who devotes 
all her spare hours and energies toward its 
good. 
Let us hope they v ill all have a 
well-filled treasury at the close of the sea­ 
son. 
Iu the meantime, if you could ju.-t 
be behind the scenes and know the work 
there is in it! I t’s something like a 
church fair and festival, only a good deal 
harder and longer aud bigger, and you 
know just about how many headaches and 
backaches and tired limbs it takes to get 
up a church festival. 
le a n just tell you 
that the Executive Committee and the 
managers ot 
the different booths have 
worked like Trojans, and have had trials 
innumerable to ocntend witn. 
Fhere have 
been jealousies, tempers aud civil wars 
among the participants, and there will be 
mere before it is all done, so that one must 
needs have a genius for management to 
engineer it all without positive break or 
mar. 
I am told it lias cost a small fortune 
out of the expected receipts to get up the 
carnival, and the net proceeds to each so­ 
ciety would probe.i ly be greater should 
each participant deposit directly in the 
common treasury the money it has cost 
him to take part. 
For some time the 
principal costumers in the city nave been 
so bnsy with carnival orders they could 
scarce find time to dtal with any others, 
and that means that a great many costumes 
have beeD produced. 
Row the plainest 
costume you can get can’t cost much less 
than ff2 50 per night, and nobody wears the 
plainest costume they can get, of conree. 
A wig alone rents higher than you would 
believe, especially if it be a dressed wig. 
Then there is car and'cab fare, and alto­ 
gether it makes everybody spend a good 
deal of money. 
Many costumes though 
are gotten up at home, but I have heard a 
great many people say they couldn't afford 
to take part, after viewing the m atter on 
all sides. 
So yon see if we’d all hand over 
at once w hat it costs, the charitable asso­ 
ciations would receive equal benefit, but 
then we wouldn’t have a: y inn, aud isn t 
it just the same agi n with the church 
festivals ? 
Last year a great many mar­ 
ried people 
conu'-sccnded 
to 
appear, 
the 
flower aud 
W alter Crane booths 
being especially creme de la creme, but th's 
year there seems a different class of people. 
There are not so many pretty women by a 
good half. 
There arc more young girls, 
and let us congratulate each other on ob­ 
serving that the dressing is inore generally 
decent and respecta' e. 
Now aud then 
the ridiculous will 'obtrude itself. 
Some 
old woman will appear tricked out like 
girlhood, some immense avoirdupois step 
ponderously over the floor in peasant waist 
and short skirt, but there is not nearly so 
much bare skin on exhibition as before. 
However, on the part of many it seems 
like a great, vain show, and the floor is 
dotted with participants mil;cling v.ith the 
crowd, 
dressed 
iu 
conspicuous 
cos­ 
tume and robbing their appearance of 
half its 
effect 
by the 
very 
famili­ 
arity 
of 
it. 
This 
year 
the booths 
are given so 
much larger space that 
they seem bare and unfilled, the theater of 
Shakespeare being so large you can't begin 
to hear at one end of it w hat goes on at 
the other. 
The principal eveuts of every 
evening are the grand inarch, the per­ 
formances on the grand stage, and the eat­ 
ing of ice cream at the various boothsat 
which it is on sale, and it is on sale at 
nearly every boci.fi, aBd there are long 
stretches of chairs and little tables sand­ 
wiched in everywhere, giving the whole 
place quite a restaurant air. 
I was greatly 
pleased with a tablean on the grand stage 
—The Nation’s H mage to the Muse of 
Music—all musical instruments being held 
out 
to 
the 
various great composers, 
Mozar1-, Beethoven, etc., and the people 
kneeling with hands reached toward them 
in homace. 
The idea was euch a pretty 
one. 
This year they have taken 
up 
Charles Readeaad H iw thorne and Homer, 
besides having a musical composers’ booth 
and living pictures by different artists in a 
space by itself, dropping out some of last 
year's. 
It is great fun trying to pick out 
the different characters as they pass by in 
the march, and well a3 you know them it 
isn’t always such easy work. 
The pret­ 
tiest- and cunuingest character I saw was 
•lip, carried about in Dora ¡Spenlow’s arms, 
tl L- smallest specimen of a bLvk and-tm you 
ever saw, and be had long ribbons of Hue 
and cardinal about Ills neck. 
Then tix re 
was Miss Monflather’s seminary, in “ Old 
Ourio6Íty Shop,” you know, and very fresh 
and s'.mpie the girls all looked, as if out to 
walk with their parasols and wide hats. 
There is a dandy tent in the gallery, 
furnished daintily with red camp chairs, 
etc., and it is called “ Camp Sherman.” It 
is the bivouac, barracks, or whatever you 
call it, of the Carnival Ouard, a little com­ 
pany composed of perhaps twenty young 
gir’s in short white l.i .ts, wide red sashes, 
red jaokets, red stocking:-, red capa, and 
gold cord and tassels. 
They go through 
w ith a little drill nightly on the3tage. You 
know I don’t approve of j uttm g young 
girls before the staring eye of the public in 
any way— in sohool exhibitions, in Sunday- 
eehord tableaux, 1x1 Carnival guards, or any­ 
thing else. It is apt to make them too free 
and bold, I think, though every per­ 
son 
to his 
ev n 
opinion. 
A t 
any 
rate. 
these 
score 
look 
very 
pretty 
marching in company. 
In one way, if in 
no other, an Authors’ Carnival is productive 
of good results. 
Ail these hundreds anti 
hundreds of people go to hunting up char­ 
acters and study ing authors, and commit­ 
ting to memory the beautiful dialogue and 
the immortal lino, hitherto, iu many cases, 
a dead letter. 
A culture and an education 
will thus l>e received, perhaps a literary 
taste which otherwise would never have 
been acquired. 
A sprightly lady told me, 
and laughed at the ridiculousness of it her­ 
self, that iu her booth she didn't believe 
there was a single participant who bad 
read one of the author’s books until their 
parts were assigned, and this was an au­ 
thor, who, to my mind, best upholds the 
dignity of American letters, an American 
w riter whose genius- is so marked that 
one puts him apart, as if iu awe, from all 
others who on this continent have ever 
essayed 
the 
pen. 
On 
the 
opening 
night the 
Executive 
Committee were 
ranged upon their stand in full view of the 
l ’avilion, waiting to receive the I’resident. 
There was Mrs. Burling, Mrs. Spear, Mrs. 
Brown, Mrs. Barstow, Mrs. Soulo, Mrs. 
Easton and others, and very graud and 
stately they looked, whispering to each 
other and waiting. 
Everybody crowded as 
near as they could get, because from this 
stand the l’resident was to open the carni­ 
val. 
A little old man just before me had 
placed his little old wife in front of him, 
and kept his hands on her shoulders to 
protect her. 
When the rumble of the 
I’resident’s approach was heard the little 
old man took off his liat respectfullp-, the 
pink akin of his head gleaming through his 
thin, white hair, and elevating his thin, 
little 
voice, be said 
enthusiastically, 
“ ’Rah ! rah ! ’rah 1” and smiled to him­ 
self to think how bravely he had done 
it. 
In the meantime an impressive intro­ 
duction was going on between Mr. and 


Mrs. Hayes and Gen. Sherman and the 
ladies on the stand. 
They all shook hands 
and smiled and said something, and then 
President Hayes came over to the corner 
aud waited for silence and we all hushed, 
expecting a speech. 
" Which is Mrs. 
Hayes V” asked the old wife of me anxiously. 
“ Is it the one in the white bonnet ?” and 
when I said “ yes ” she took a good look at 
her and nodded at me in a minute with a 
smile in her eyes th at betokened satisfac­ 
tion.

“ white bonnet ” grows in sweetness and 
kindness it seems to me every time I see it, 
and I don’t know as I wonder much now at 
the folks who have talked of “ sweet Lucy 
WTebb.”

A new feature of the Iteno (Nev.) Pair 
w iH be a bicycle race. 
Red Bluff is to have a large public hall 
equal ie siae to the Crandall Hall, recently 
destroyed by fire. 
The Ventura Xipnal thinks that the State 
Hospital for consumptives will be located 
in the Ojai Valley. 
Parties hunting in the Saw-tooth range, 
in Southern Idaho, report killing a moun­ 
tain goat that weighed 250 pounds. 
The automatic electric signal lights at 
Alameda and Bast Oakland, used.by the 
<J. P. R. R. Company, have been discon­ 
tinued. 
The shipping of meat in refrigerator cars 
from Reno, Nev., to California, is to be 
commenced anew in the course of a week 
or two.

HORSES AND CATTLE. 


THE EXHIBITION 
SHEEP, ETC., 
OF HORSES, CATTLE, 
AT THE PARK. 


More and Better Hcrses and Finer Cattle 
than Ever Before Exhibited at a' 
California State Fair. 


The State Agricultural Society has reason 
to congratulate itself and the public, on the 
display of horses and cattle at the l’ark this 
season, fur never before has there been so 
fine a one in all respects. Those who thought 
that the President of the United States would 
be the principal attraction this week in Sac­ 
ramento were agreeably surprised, for they 
have found here an exhibition that in itself 
was well worth traveling hundreds of miles 
to witness, livery stable at the Park was 
filled, and it was barely possible to accommo­ 
date all comers. THE HOUSES. 
The number of horses attending the fair 
his year was larger than on any previous 
year, and in the aggregate they were a much 
more valuable collection. The best produc­ 
tions of the Pacific coast were here, and it is 
well known that no better are shown any­ 
where. The racing record of the week will 
prove that few States in the Union show any­ 
thing like such improvement in the breeding 
of horses. 
The most extensive and the most valuable 
collection of horses at the Park is that owned 
by ex-Governor Leland Stanford. He has 
pent about thirty head of trotters, runners 
and horses on exhibition from his Palo Alto 
stock farm, where i.e has about 340 blooded 
horses. Or the farm and the horses it is use­ 
less to speak, as they have been written up 
repeatedly and at length in the various sport­ 
ing papers. The farm and the collection of 
hors s are not surpassed in the world. The 
horses now at the Park are under the imme­ 
diate supervision of 11 ace II. Covey, superin- 
tendtnt of the P»!o Alt., stock farm, who is 
ably assisted by his son Frank and a nun.her 
of drivers, stable-men and general helpers.

The cattle are blanketed, and bedded down 
as carefully as the finest racer.

apjiearance ; they are fed on the best of hay 
ami grain; the cows must be milked, and 
men are required to be in constant attend­ 
ance.

For instance, 
Colonel Younger has twenty-nine head of 
Durhams. The bulls must be handled by 
strong hands, and it requires twenty-nine 
men and boys every parade day—an expense 
of at least 820; so with all the other herds. 
R. NOELL’a HERD. 
The first herd on the left is that of R. 
NoeU of Grass Valley, Nevada county, con­ 
sisting of nine head of Jerseys, taken from 
his herd of fourteen in Nevada county. They 
are a fine lot of cattle, carefully bred and 
beautifully marked.

Ice W atkr vs. Brandy.—The following 
is from the Gold Hill Netcs: 
Frank Smith, the sole survivor of the 
Imperial accident, waa much improved in 
condition last night. His physician, Dr. 
Harris, is of the opinion that he will pull 
through, though he is cut and bruised from 
head to foot. He has a cut on the back of 
his head that reaches down to the skull 
and is nearly four inches in length; also a 
cut above his right hip that reaches through 
into the cavity of the abdomen. He was 
able to converse last evening, though ap­ 
pearing somewhat drowsy in his actions. 
He said he could remember nothing about 
the accident; that it seemed to him as if 
he had been asleep. He could not remember 
getting aboard the cage to start up. When 
brought up out of the mine, and still wan­ 
dering in mind, he spat out the brandy 
that was put in his mouth, but when tried 
with ice-w'ater ho eagerly grasped for it 
and drank it. Dr. Harris seeing this 
eagerness, allowed his patient to have all 
the ice*water he would drink, and found 
that the effect was excellent. Heretofore 
it has been the practice to pour brandy 
into wounded men. The Doctor is now* of 
the opinion that in many cases ice-water 
would do them more good. All miners 
are used to drinking great quantities of 
ice-water in the heated levels. When an 
accident occurs to any of them down in 
the hot regions of a mine the chances are 
that, although unconscious, they are al­ 
most burning up with thirst by the time 
they reach the surface, and all they ordi­ 
narily get is brandy or whisky, which 
must heat instead of cooling them. If 
given brandy or whisky, men under these 
circumstances should doubtless also be of­ 
fered water. 


Fate of Sir John Fnm klta and Ills Fol­ 
lower*. 
New York, September 24th.--Tbe Herald pub­ 
lishes a letter of a correspondent who accompanied 
the Schwatka expedition to King William's Land. 
The story refers more particularly to the incidents 
of the great sledge journey. This is supplemented, 
however, by the discovery of relics and the exann 
nation of native witnesses which lead to the sad 
conclusion that the fate of the officers and crew of 
the .-rebus and Terror was terrible, even to he ut­ 
most limit of the imagination, and that the records 
of the Franklin expedition are lost beyond recovery. 
Old men and women of the Esquimaux te 1 the 
story of those who were doubtless the last survivors 
ot those unfortunate vessels with a minuteness of 
detail and evident truthfulness which place their 
fate beyond a doubt. Of what became of their great 
leader, and a large number of men who constitu­ 
ted the crews, nothing could be discovered.

officers, black 
abo it the mouth, with no flesh on their bones, were 
seen dragging a boat across the ice, a id then they 
disappeared, and nothing more was seen of them 
until their skeletons were found under their boat 
and in a tent, a prey to wild beasts, and with dread­ 
ful evidences that they had bceu driv* n to feed on 
the weaker of their companions bef«. re fina !y yield­ 
ing to starvation and cold. Such is the sad conclu­ 
sion which the discoveries of this expedition irresist­ 
ibly lead to. What became of the records of the 
Franklin expedition that were with this party is 
also painfully evident from the testimony of natives, 
who naturally considered them of no importance, 
and by whom they were allowed to lie around as 
playthings ior ciiiidren and were eventually de­ 
stroyed. 
Hancock anil fli * Ko!»c! Claims. 
New York, September 24th.—The following let­ 
ters are published—tirst, one from Theodore Cook, 
of Cincinnati, asking General Hancock for an au­ 
thoritative declaration whether, if elected Prol­ 
iant, he would consent to the iiayuicut of the 
claims of tebele f r losses during the war. Follow­ 
ing is the reply of General Hancock :

To Theodore Cook, E^q., Cincinnati, O. — Pear 
.Sir: Your letter of the 20lh inst. is r ecived. I 
regret that you are disturbed about that bugbear, 
“ Southern «ar claims/’ The people cannot be mis­ 
led bv it. To suppose that the 4* rebel claims,” or 
claims in the interest of persons who were 
in rebellion, cm in any way or in any 
degree be countenanced, is an implication of dis­ 
loyalty such ns used to be made against the Demo, 
er.its, even whe « they were in arms defending the 
country. So far as it touches me, I denounce i'. 
The Government can never pay a debt, or grant a 
pension or reward of any sort, for waging war upon 
its own existence ; nor could I be induced to ap­ 
prove or encourage payment of such debt, pension 
or reward. Nobody expects or wants ?uch un­ 
natural action. To propose it would insult the in­ 
telligence and honor of our people. 
When 
the iebellion was crushed, the heresy of 
secession was forever buried, 
it is a thing 
of the de-td past. We move forTWU*»!, not backward. 
Ii 1 were President, I would Vet** all legislation 
which might couic before me providing for the con­ 
sideration or pa merit of claims of any kind for 
losses or d images by pers »ns who were in the re­ 
bellion, whether pardoned or not. In relation to 
the “ Union war claims.” the Government’s obliga­ 
tions to its defenders come first. They are 
lasting and sacred. The public laws of civilized na­ 
tions do not in general recognize the claims f< r in­ 
juries to property resulting from the opera'ions of 
war.

claims for losses 
and 
d images 
buffered 
by 
Union 
men from the military operations of the 
war of the Union ; but as the hostilities were closed 
more than fifteen years ago, claims *»f that nature, 
now mostly iu the hands of brokers or persons 
other than the original sufferers, are becoming stale, 
and in my judgment might fairly lie considered as 
barred by lapse of time, and if hereafter enter­ 
tained at all, should be subjected to the strictest 
scrutiny.

-An accidental explo­ 
sion of 300 pounds of Hercules powder and nitro­ 
glycerine took place this morning at the lime kiln 
crossing, a shoal in the Detroit river, about twenty 
miles below the city, where the Government is en­ 
gaged in extensive blasting to remove a dangerous 
ledge of rocks. The explosive materials were on a 
scow moored on tho shoal. This, of course, was 
blown to atoms, and the shock was felt miles away.
